On edge 


Canyon rim bike path 
coming by midsummer

TWIN FALLS - Ii’s only a row of sur- 
vey stakes now, but a narrow swath of 
land along the Snake River Canyon rim 
should be a paved bike path by midsum- 
mer. 

City officials spent Tuesday afternoon 
staking out the path, which will run east 
from the terminus of Washington Street . 
North. The first phase of tlie path will 
end at n spot almiit <150 feet east of tlie 
I’errine Coulee’s dramatic waterfall, 
which is plainly visible from the switch- 
back on Canyon Springs Grade. 

Hiat stretch commands a magnificent 
view of die canyon and the glassy waters 
of the Snake as it flows beneath the 
I’errine bridge. 

Over time, the path will he extended 
to the Ferrino Bridge and, ultimately, to 
Shoshone Falls and Dierkes Lake parks, 
said LiMnr Orton, the city's planning 
and zoning director. The bike path’s 
ivestem end will he at Rock Creek Fark. 

Adjoining landmvncrs have pledged to 
build a connecting bike path along the 
Ferrine Coulee from Foie Line Road to 
the canyon rim. Over time, that leg could 
he extended to the College of Southern 
Idaho campus, Orton .said. 

For obvious rensons, the hike path’s 
.showpiece section will he the leg along 
the Snake River Cunyoii rim. 

“I think it'll lie better than the Boise 
greenheli because the scenery here is a 
lot more spectnculur," City Manager 
Tom Courtney said.

BOISE — Uinhs to unwed mothers hit 
an all-time high in Idaho in 199G, 
accounting for nearly one in four new 
babies. 

Teen-agers were most likely to be 
unmarried new moms. A total of 1,503 of 
the 3,98G mii-of-wedlock births were to 
single women ages 15 to 19, according to 
the newly released 1996 Idaho Vital 
Statistics report. 

“1 do believe that it's a lack of a bal- 
anced, responsible .sex-education pro- 
gram," .said Linda Dunn, education direc- 
tor for Flanned Farenthood of Idaho. 
“Being balanced would he a se.x-educa- 
tion program that would meet the needs 
of all students, whether they choose 
abstinence or to be sexually active." 

Dunn said Idaho sch'ixils that focus on 
abstinence before marriage generally 
arc not providing adequate .sex educa- 
tion to all students. But state Schools 
Superintendent Anno Fox is not hacking 
away from an absUnence-only approach. 

“Dr. Fox’s philosophy is the rise in 
pregnancy is because other programs 
haven’t been working,” said Barbara 
Eisenbarth, HIV/Healtli Education coor- 
dinator for the state Department of 
Education. 


Tltc slate Department of Education Is 
doling out a $225,000 grant from the 
Centers for Disease Control and, 
Frevemion, with the money earmarked 
for school districts that promote absti- 
nence-only pn)grams. 

“Abstaining from sexual activity is the 
way to prevent HIV and AIDS,” 
Eisenbarth said. 

Births to unwed mothers of all ages 
have risen in each of the past 12 years. In 
199G, the number of unwed births was II 
percent higlier titan a year earlier. 

A record of 21.4 percent of all births 
last year were to unwed mothers, up 
from 19.9 percent in 1995. Tliai is belter 
than the national average of 32.4 per- 
cent. 

Idaho is taking steps to reduce the 
teen age pregnancy rate. The Governor’s 
Council on Adolescent Fregnancy 
Frevemion, formed in .spring 1995, spon- 
sors a media campaign targeted at 
youtltsage 10 to 14, and their parents. 

Tlie idea is to influence the way young 
people tliink about teen-age p;irenthood, 
said Joanne Mitten, chief of the stale 
Bureau of Health Fromotion. 

“They’re starting to understand the 
consequences of their behaviors and 
changing their attitude,” she said. 
“They’re starting to think more about 
abstinence than having sex early.”

White House puts pro-timber land policy on hold;

WASHINGTON — In a temponuy vic- 
tory for environmentalists, the Clinton 
administration has suspended a program, 
that allows limber companies to protect 
fish and wildlife on their land voluntarily 
in.stead of following stricter rules 
imposed by the federal government. 

But the special exemptions, which 
informally began in 1994, could become 
the law of the land next year as part of a 
Republican-led rewrite of the 1973 
Endangered Species Act. The Clinton 
administration also could decide to make 
aspects of the program permanent 


despite a court challenge. 

"It is a victory for us but it's only tem- 
porary,” environmentalist Leonn 
Klippstein said Tuesday of the adminis- 
tration’s decision to temporarily shelve 
the exemption program. 

Klippstein is the conservation director 
for the Spirit of the Sage, based in 
Fasadena, Calif., which is one of the 
plaintiffs in the lawsuit, ^vlucll is forcing 
die government’s hand on die issue. 

Facing a court deadline, the adminis- 
tration agreed on Monday to a two- 
month moratorium on the special pro- 
gram, although hundreds of existing 
exemptions covering millions of acres 


will remain in effect. The suspension 
gives the government more lime to 
answer charges in the laivsuit and revise 
its jHiIicy. 

Filed in November 199G, the laivsuit 
says the Interior Department never for- 
mally adopted the controversial land u.se 
policy, subject to public comment, and 
therefore can’t legally enforce it. 

The policy — Imown as “no surprises” 
— promised private land owners that if 
they meet certain habitat conservation 
requirements, the^ won’t be subject to 
more rigid prohibitions on land itses such 
as logging, mining and Iivesto(3< grazing. 

llic administniiion presented the idea 


to Congress in 1994, appeasing the neiV 
Republican majority by making the 
Endangered Species Act friendlier by 
emphasizing voluntary protecrion over 
aggressive enforcement of proiiibilioiu 
on commercial activities iind listing iiiorii 
animals as in danger of e.xt inctiiJii. ? 

Now, the exemptions carried mrr 
thrmigli the infonnul policy are a key ek-- 
nient of proixisals in Congress to rewrite 
the Endangered Species Act of 1973. 

The (Xilicy is intended to provide cer- 
tainty to land managers, such as timlier 
company executives who liiive to plan 
logging rotations up to 75 years in 
advance.

Male nurse pleads innocent to murder 


Data show jet dropped about 100 feet 


NEWPORT, Ind. p\R) — A 
nurse charged with six murders

Orville Lynn Majors, 36. said

Russ Firestone Jr. glared at

room. His father, Russell, died 
after Majors gave him an injec- 
tion the day he was hospitalized 
for a broken hip in 1994. 

■Hie story was similar to those 
of others who died in the inten- 
sive care unit of Vermillion 
County Hospital in Clinton while 
under the care of Majors, whose 
nursing license was suspended 
during the investigation. 

Doctors said four of the six vic- 
tims named in the cliarges could 


have died from injections of 
potas.sium chloride and the other 
two from the injection of a “for- 
eign substance.” 

Potas.siiim chloride is used in 
hospitals to control irregular 
heartbeat, but it can kill at high 
concentrations. Police searches 
of Majors’ former home and a 
van that he used turned up a 
variety of drugs, including potas- 
sium chloride, along with 
syringes and needles. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Information from the United 
Airlines Flight 826 black box 
indicates the plane was severely 
buffeted by turbulence, but actu- 
ally dropped much less tiian orig- 
inally thouglu. 

A 32-year old woman w.is' 
killed and more than 100 were 
injured Sunday wiien the plane 
hit severe turbulence over the 
Pacific Ocean en route from 
Tokyo to Hawaii. 


Original estimates were that 
the giant Hoeing 747 plummeted 
1,000 feet in the incident. 

Hut the National Transport- 
ation Safety Board said Tuesday 
the alirupt change in altitude was 
more like 100 feet. 

1'he board received the digital 
flight data recorder — the black 
box — from the plane at about 
midniglii Monday niglit and ana- 
lyzed the contents Tiiesday. 

According to a statement 


released by the safety board, 
:ibmit 1 hour and 31 ininutes'into 
the flight, while cruising at 
31,000 feet altitude, the plane 
was suddenly struck with an 
upward force of 1.8 times ihe 
force of gravity and a sideways 
pash of alKiiit one-tenth the force 
of gravity. 

At the s;ime moment a burst of 
wind from behind accelerated 
the plane from 385 mph to 403 
mpi).

WASHLNGTON (AP) — In ihc 
figiit against fraud and abuse, ihc 
government barred 2,719 doctors, 
suppliers and others from the 
Medicare program in 1997, near- 
ly double 1996. 

The increase is largely due to 
Imttcr funding for investigations, 
the inspector general's office for 
the Department of Health and 
Human Services said Tuesday in 
releasing the figures. 

"Much has been accom- 
plislied,” Inspector General June 
Gil>cs Brown told the Democratic 
Policy Committee in touting the 
department's anti-fraud efforts 
this month. 

It) the fiscal year that ended 
Oct. 1. 2,719 people and compa- 
nies were banned from doing 
business with Medicare — some 
for years. That’s up from 1.40K in 
1996, the inspector general's 
office said. 

Nm all cases involved fraud. In 
1996, 797 doctors, dentists and 
chiropractors were kicked out of 
the program because they had 
defaulted on a student loan. 
Another 588 were suspended 
because their licenses had been 
pulled by state authorities. 

The inspector general noted 


that funding to investigate fraud 
increased .significantly last year, 
with a new 5104 million fund 
dedicated to investigations. She 
added tliai more state and feder- 
al govcrnmenlal agencies are 
working more closely now. 

Providers excluded from 
Medicare in 1997 included: 

• A New York social worker 
barred from the program for 15 
years after she was convicted of 
stealing $200,000. The report 
didn't name the woman. 

• A Rhode Island nurse's aide, 
barred for 10 years after being 
convicted of patient abuse. The 
woman, also unnamed in the 
report, hud left a profouiulty 
retarded and handicapped 
patient alone In a baihliib for 
several minutes, and the patient 
died.

Scientologists 
settle with IRS 
for $12.5 million 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The Church of 
SdcntoloRy paid the Internal Revenue Service 
S12.5 million to establish its tax-exempt status 
four years ago, a church ofndol said Tuesday. 

Mark Rathbun, director of thu church's 
Religious Technology Center, confinncd some 
previously undisclosed details of the 1993 set- 
tlement reported in Tuesday’s edition of The 
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Wall Street Journal. 

The settlement, known as a closure af^cc- 
ment, ended a struggle that began in 1967, 
when the IRS argued that the main Scientology 
church should lose its tax-exempt status 
because it was a for-profit business that 
enriched church officials. 

The church replied with more than 2,000 


lawsuits nguiasi the IRS. Rathbun said “rogue 
agents" made "outragetiiis claims" agaiasi the 
church and it hadtofiglii kick. 

IRS spokesman I'nink Keiiii .said the deci- 
.sinn to grant tax-exempt status was "based 
upon voIuminntLS information provided by the 
church to the IRS regruding its financial and 
other operations."

SEATTLE (AP) — A worker 
instailing fireworks on the Space 
Needle for a New Year’s Eve 
show fell about 50 feet Tuesday 
and landed on cop of an elevator.

Other U..5. and European pilots 
— including Chicago millionaire

Former student wins loan battle 


BOISE (z\P) — A 13-year dis- 
pute over repayment of a S2,500 
student loan has ended with the 
fornier student winning a 
5122,700 judgment from the 
Student Loan Fund of Idaho 
Inc. 

The state Supreme Court 
Monday unanimously upheld the 
award to Jeffrey Duemer, agree- 
ing with 4th Uisiricc Judge Duff 
McKee that the loan fund was 
subject to the Fair Debt 
Collections Practices Act and had 
violated it. 

After obtaining four separate 
Ioan.s totaling 54,000 from two 
banks between 1979 and 1982, 
Duemer defaulted on all of them 
and the loan fund took them over 
in the mid-1980s for collection. 

Duemer claims he paid $2,500 
in 1984, but the fund disputes 
that and he could not produce 
any record of the payrmem. 

Three years later, Duemer was 


sued for repayment and was told 
his payoff amount was $1770. He 
paid that amount, but the fund 
pressed ahead with its lawsuit 
and obtained a default judgment 
for' nearly 56,600, which did not 
take into account any payments. 

Then in 1990, Duemer again 
asked the fund how he could 
retire the entire debt and was 
. told $70 would do the trick. He 
paid that amount and wns sent 
back the four original notes all 
marked “paid in full." The loan 
fund later claimed it was still 
owed the disputed 52,500 and 
maintained that a computer mis- 
take led to return of the notes. 

The fund continued to press in 
court for the 52,500 iimil in 1993 
Duemer countersued, accusing 
the loan fund of violating the 
debt collection law and defaming 
him. 

A jury in May 1996 rejected 
the fund's claim for the 52,500 


and then ordered the fund to pay 
Duemer 52,100 for violating the 
debt collection law and over 
5120,000 in compensatory and 
punitive damages for defamation. 

The high coururejecied the 
fund's comeniioii that McKee 
mishandled several asiiects of the 
trial and should have voided the 


Jury verdict when it was ren- 
dered. 

Chief Justice Linda Copple 
Trout, writing for the court, found 
that Duemer provided sufficient 
evidence to justify the decisions 
McKee made in refusing to guide 
the proceedings in the direction 
(he loan fund wanted.

Business name may be illegal 
but owner faees no penalties 


JULIAETTA (AP) - A pizza 
parlor in this small town had gov- 
ernment officials scratching their 
heads this month. 

Hiey were not sure what to do 
about the First Bank of Pizza, a 
re.stauninl with the word “bank” 
in its name — a clear violation of 
Idaho law. 

Fortunately for Zana Sherman, 
the pizza parlor owner, the

She received a letter from the 
secretary of state’s office promis- 
ing not It) prosecute her for violat- 
ing a statute that prohibits the 
use of “hank" in a lmsitie.ss name 
if the husines.s is not a national 
hank. 

Siierman’s dilemma started 
when she applied for her yearly 
huer and wine licenses in early 
December, Her county applica- 
tion came back with a form for 
her to fill out called a “Certificate 
of Assumed Bii.sine.u Name,” 

She sent It in and wns soon noti- 
fied the parIor'.s name would not 
work because it violated state 
law. "No one has ever come in 
here thinking this was a bank," 
Sherman said, 

Shu hired un attorney and con- 
tacted M0.SCOW Republican Rep. 
Tom Trail. After a flurry of letters 
to at least three state government 
offices and the Latah County 
commissioners, Sherman received 
her iKHir and wine licenses in the 
mail, as well as a letter promising 
no prosecution, 

“If they were going to gut 


stinky, I was going to pull uut ilie 
dictionary and tell them exactly 
how many meanings of hank 
there are," .she said. 

Sherman has owned the 21- 
year-old pizza husine.ss since 1988 
and the building it is in' since 
1995, 

It used to be home to the First 
Bank of Juliaecta, whicii was 
founded at the turn of the cemu- 
ry, before it became the town’s 
post office and then the pizza par- 
lor.

Items for 
long-term .storage include old tax records 
and furniture. Sports equipment, screens 
and storm windotvs quaUfy for sliort-tcrm 
‘ '8torager-Evoryday.ktoragoJ>paco-should — I 
be created near the stairs; it’s the place 
for extra paper towels, cleaning supplies, 
bottles of water- and a flashliglit. 

Finally, the workshop can be extensive 
or basic, according to your interests. At 
tltc very least, you need a place for tools, 
cans of ptunt and a modest work surface. 
Once you know where you’ll put every- 
thing, dedde what to put it on. You'U find 
the supplies at home-supply stores - or 
■you may already have tliem in the base- 
ment. An old table makes a perfect sur-, 
face for folding laundry. Prefabricated 
pine shelving units and adjascnblc metal 
shelving are great for general storage. 

Use waterproof plastic bias on the low- 
est shelves in case of floods. To keep furni- 
ture and otlier large items off the ground, 
set them on a frame made by laying 2-by-6 
boards on a few concrete bloi^s. 

Peg-Board con be attached to the wall 
or to tltc back of the pine shelving, provid- 
ing a place for lianging tools and storage 
baskets. Screw hooks into the joints in the 
ceiling. Fireproof cabincc.s should be used 
for flammable items; if you have children 
in the hou^ get one that locks and keep 
poisonous items in it as well. 

Clean, well-organized storage space is 
lu xurious.

Dearjhn: I need to refinish my 
hardwood floors near my fire- 
place. Sjiarks and haiding in tvood 
have damaged them. How can I 
tell if oil-bnsed urethane will 
adhere well to the flixir? • John W. 

Dear John: First tape off two 
four-inch square spots on the 
floor. Select one near a corner 
and one in the middle of the 
floor. Silhd the spots lightly with 
150-grit sandpaper and apply the 
urethane. 

Give it a day or so to cure and 
then try to scrape it off. If it 
flakes off easily from the old fin- 
ish, you will have to sand the old 
finisli off completely. Good luck 
becau.se it is a dusty backbreak- 
ing job.

Whether those pesky leaks in 
your home bring in r:«iim-.iier, cold 
air or both, they c:ui luuig on for 
what seems like an intermiiiahle 
lime. Even thougfi you may not 
sec any damage from the mitside.

There arc people and compa- 
nies who spcciiilizc in leak detec- 
tion but won't do the foliow-up 
work to solve llie {trohlem. There 
arc aunpniiics that do Ixnh. Make 
sure you ask exactly what the ]x.-r- 
son will and will imii do. 

That's not to s:iy that companies 
that only detect leaks :u-eoT wonh 
hiring. Finding the source of a 
leak enables you to hire soineoiie 
to fix it. Many luiidymieii ciin fix 
anything, but if it's :i major nwif 
problem, for instance, you may 
want to hire n riKifing company, if 
it’s rainwater or c<ild air blowing 
into your home through French 
doors, you may wjint to hire sojiie- 
onc fmm the duorciimp.'uiy. 

If ymi want to get a jump on the 
problem and inspe-ct it .V4turself. 
keep in mind one simple rule; 
Chances are, the leak is ivit imme- 
diately nlwve where it shows on 
the iasitle of your iKime. Most like- 
ly, a water leak in the riHtf, for 
instance, will travel down a nuif 
miss to a point wlierc-il tlien drops 
to the jNiint alxu-e your ceiling. 

So wear old clothing, put on a 
pair of workgloves, wear tionslip 
shoes and take a flashli^du for thc- 
inspectiou of your cniwl sjKice or 
attic. Remember to stay on the 
ceiling jnists if you're in a cniwl 
.space or risk failing thnmgli. If it's 
been a few days since it rained 
and you suspect a certain area of 
your roof, use a gartlen hose to 


spniy the roof in that sjK)t. TliL-n 
inspect your attic or cnuvl space. 

In many cases, water leakage in 
a home involves the nnif, ceiling 
jnists, walls and floor. Particular 
areas of conceni are tlie flasliings 
around chimtieys and in valleys 


where diffeiehi sections of roof 
come ingetlier. The damage you 
may not sex- (other than a yellow- 
ing of your (lryw.ill or ceiling) is 
the deleriuraiiim of your wood 
walls, ceiling joists or wiH>d sub- 
fliHir.

Outgoing Nebraska coach prefers focus 
on ’Husker players, not his retirement 


AOAMI (AP) - Tlie tail, thin red- 
haired man has spent 25 years in 
the spotlight, and .still finds it 
uncomfortable.

Consumer confidence surged to a 28- 
year higli in December, the latest mile-

Board, a private 
research group, 
reported Tuesday 
that its index of con- 
sumer confidence — 
which tracks senti- 
ment on everyiiiing 
from the job market 
to liome-buying 
planes — rose to 
13-1.5 this month from 128.1 in 
November. The figure was well above 
Wall Street’s expectations. 

The index is important because con- 
sumer spending accounts for two-thirds 
• of the nation’s overall economic activity. 

Consumer confidence hasn’t been this 
hiffij since June 1969, when it hit 137.9. 
Richard Nixon was president, the 
Vietnam War was raging and the United 
States was imdergoing nearly nine years 
of uninterrupted growth, the longest 
expansion in U.S. history. 

Still, economists and investors worry 
that continued robust growth may spur 
inflation.

HAVANA (Al*) — Mercedes 
Vnrela chats nnimniedly outside 
the kitchen of her neisliborhood 
church as workers spoon black 
beans, rice and chicken into 
blue plastic containers for her 
lunch. 

With a slim pension and no rel- 
atives to help, the 78-year-old 
depends on the free lunches 
served up by the Roman Catholic 
charity Caricas to get enough to 
cat amid economic crisis. 

"These years have Ireen hard, 
but Cariias has proved to be a 
great thing,” Varela said, her 
pale blue eyes brigHtcning in her 
deeply lined face. 

Her monthly 95-peso govern- 
ment pension is worth $95 under 
(he official Exchange rate, but 
would get just $4 on the street. 

Caritas (KAH-ree-ias) Cuba 
and other church organizations 
have emerged in recent years to 
help patch the holes in Cuba’s 


unraveling safdty net, providing 
powdered milk to the elderly, 
free medicine to the ill and food 
and other help to prisoners' fami- 
lies. 


Cuba declared officiiil atheism 
three years after the 19.59 revolu- 
tion, but in 1992 it began elimi- 
nating formal resirictiiuis on wor- 
ship.

Bridge pundils have a Uteorj- 
aboul a player's blood pressure. 
They ctaim i( climbs rapidly in re- 
sponse to stresses of bidding and 
play. Presumably, at insignificant 
parlacores, pressure remains 
near normal, rising when a game 
or slam is at sUike. One would ex- 
pect a great jump when a defend' 
er must find a key discard that 
can make or break a slam. 

Picture yourself as today's 
Kast in a high-sUikes game. Cover 
the .South and West cards, control 
your pressure, ami tiy'-lo find the 
crucial discard to break the skiin. 

.South takes Kast's spade 
queen with his ace and cashes 
five diamonds, discarding a spade 
and a heart from dummy. Kast fol- 
lows suit and discards three small 
spades on the first four diamonds. 
U'hai does he discard on the fifth 
diamond? 

The first step is to take a deep 
hn-ath and remain calm. This is 
no time to make an impulsive dis- 
card. 

The next step is to ask yourself 
what partner can do to help. West 
can offer no help in spades; his 
lead of the 10 places the jack in 
South'.s hand, forcing Hast to hold 
onto the queen. Obviously, West 
can offer no help in clubs cither; 
Kast is looking at Uiu dub stopper 
him.self. So, if West can't help in 
either black suit, Kast must hope 
West lias the 10 of hearts. If ho 
doesn't have it, Kast is helpless; 
there is no escape. 

On the fifth diamond, Kast's 
only rational discard is a heart. 
After that thoughtful discard. 
South has no chance lie can win
